Baez from a_ revolution in Santo Domin- 
go. Mr. Morton, on behalf of the President, 
denied that any orders had ever been giveu 
to our naval authorities to sustain Baez in his 
position, but Mr. Schurz read from official 
documents to show that one of the U. 8. gun- 
boats had rotonly transported munitions of 
war for Baez but had landed troops to pro- 
tect him, and this, too, since the Senate had 
rejected the old treaty of annexation, 
These home-thrnusts convuised the galleries 
with merriment, and produced a good many 
exhibitions of bad temper on the part of the 
Admipistration Senators. Mr. Schurz will 
continue his speech to-morrow. The report 
ofthe Commissioners will probably be sub- 
mitted by Thursday, which will uecessitatea 
continuance of the discussion. 

THE SAN DOMINGO REPORT.

c inations shail be deemed in rebellion to 
the Government of the United States, and 
during the continuance of sucb rebellion, and 
witbiu the districts which shall so be under 
sway thereof, sucb limits are ‘0 be prescribed 
by prociamation, and it sball be lawful for the 
President of the United Statas, when in bis 
judgment the public safety shall require it, to 
suspend the privileges of the wnt of babeas 
corpus, and to declare and enforce, subject to 
the rules and articles of war and. other laws

‘The Kuklax Bill, 

Congress sends its isebriating cupe of 
special legislation into the South muchas 
Cmares Lame’s friend took ia gin and 
sugar, goblet on goblet, starting the first 
on a tour of observation; the second to 
see where the first was gone; the third to 
take care that no harm befel the second; 
the fourth to announce the coming of the 
fifth; and the fifth to say that he is not 
sure he is the last. The new Congressional 
project isneither better, nor more justified, 
than its predecessors; and, despite its lim- 
itation, is merely one of a series of useless 
aggressions. It willaccomplishlittle. As 
long as it is supported with force it will 
keep things quiet. Butit is without per- 
manent value; and will only lay the foun- 
dation for some fresh wnovation. This is 
not the way to peace. It is a route which, 
if pursued a tew years longer, will lead 
the country into an imextricable mass of 
Congressional oligarchism and domestic 
complications, destroying its authors, but 
also, destroying the people of both sec~ 
tions of the Union. 

It will be borne in mind that we deny 
nothing. We are not engaged in a game 
of cut-and-shuffle. It is not the purpose 
of our writing to prove that anybody is 
another. There is a Kuklux organization 
in the South. How large it is we cannot 
say, but, in our opinion, it is small. In 
Kentucky it is certainly so, and composed 
of yagabonds, It has only appeared in 
halfa dozen counties of the State. But 
where it has appeared there has been a 
reign of terror;and, at this moment, it 
weuld not be safe to worry it in certain 
parts of Henry and Shelby. Elsewhere, 
however, the State is as peaceful and 
serene as ever it was. Kukluxism is un< 
known. The people are quiet and con- 
tenfed. The blacks are kindly treated 
and are getting on pretty well, considering 
that they are mighty slothtul, and sensi- 
tive, and capricious. The whites would 
hke to get ridofthem altogether. But 
there is no conflict or war of races, 
Only in the few counties about the 
State capital has Kentucky reason 
to complain. The condition ot 
these demanded legislative action, and 
it was no fault of ours that this was re- 
tused. Nor wasir the fault of the Demo— 
cratic press or the Democratic official 
tabric. The Governor urged it. The Ad- 
jutant General urged it. Judge Pryor’s 
address and Judge Bruce's charge made 
it plain. Puble opinion was all one way 
If Congress intervenes, as Congress will— 
it Congress sends Federal troops here 
backed hy special Federal laws—Congres, 
will do a thing that Congress ought not to 
do, because it were better to leave the mat- 
ter with us, cven without a special legisla- 
tive act, than to stir it up with a clumsy, 
irritating Federal pole, which may’ keep 
things quiet whilst it holds out, but will be 
powerless to produce permanent results. 
The situation 1s already improving, and 
public opinion is beginning to be felt 
Congressional interference will simply 
stop this and make mischief. 

This is the problem which honest and 
intelligent Republicans have to consider. 
It would be otherwise if there were no in- 
fluence at work here for justice and law. 
But there is, and it can be more effective, 
itcan do more good—and itis sure to 
prove more lasting in its operations—than 
any general legislation. Moreover, as im- 
becile partisans have tried to make it ap- 
pear that there has been no lawlessness at 
all, dishonest partisans, on the other side 
have triedto make outmuch more than 
there is.

**State Rights.°’ 


Publie opinion im the South has not 
tailed to mark, and to be impressed by, a 
growing disposition on the part of certain 
orthodox Republican elements in the 
| North to resist the continued centralizing 
| tendencies of the general government. The 
noticeable extracts published in Mon- 
day’s COURIER-JOURNAL might be multi- 
plieg; and itis a little curious to observe 
that some of those who are beginning to 
stand out for the local against the Federal 
power, have been loudest to denounce the 
doctrine of State rights and the teachings 
of the school of Thomas JEFFERSON. It 
13 hard)y to be expected that newspapers 
of the organ-grinding caliber, which have 
but a shppery bold upon opinions of any 
sort, should give very serious attention to 
questions of this descnmption. They re- 
quire a somewhat broader treatment than 
that which assigns them to a partisan 
origin. We find the central Republicans 
of Cincinnati, headed by STANLEY MatT- 
THEWs and FRED HASSAURECK, striking 
out in the right direction. We find a 
statesman of the most cosmopolite school, 
iike PAanKE GODWIN, making a stand in the 
Bvening Post for the domestic theory. 
The Democratic party itself is not more 
earnest than these newly-revealed friends 
of State rights in the Republican party, 
and iit becomes a question whether we 
may not be aBle to force the Federal power 
back bebind the barriers of the Comstitu- 
tion by compelling both parties to stick to 
the letter of the organic law with respect 
to matters involving local government. 

The term “State rights” is more unpala- 
table to the North than the thing imphed 
by it. The term was 9 Southern war cry. 
It became odious in the North in propor- 
tion as it became popular in the South. I 
has the smell of civil broil upon it; the 
taint of secession; the fatal notion of -fail- 
ure; and it strikingly illustrates the force 
of the epithetical in political affairs. It 
has, in truth, served its turn and could not 
be safely employed again. “State rights” 
tothe Northern ear sounds like “Southern 
rigbts,’ and “Southern rights” sounds like 
slavery and secession, which, whatever 
may have been their merit or virtue, are 
not the orderg of the day nor the signs of 
the umes. But the édea of “State rights,” 
the thing itselt, 1s a different matter, and, 
‘airly presented to the Northern people, 
must redch thousands o! voters in the Re 
publican party; for it is not essentially a 
Southern product, though it made its ap- 
pearance in our system through a South- 
crm aperture, and it may become as indis- 


pensable to New England as ever it ap- 
peared to be to the Gull States.

The truth is that the resolutions are prac- 
tically valueless except as they contain a

Undoubtedly there is a feeling all over 
the country that the progress of the central 
power is alarming and that it must be 
checked. We are not surprised that this 
sense of danger should manifest itself in 
the Republican party, which embraces 
many thinking and-bonest men, who are 
sincerely devoted to representative gov- 
ernment. The tact, too, is of cheerful 
omen. It may not defeat the vew raid 
upon the States. The Kuklux bill will 
doubtless pass. Itisa peculiar form of 
Federal encroachment, addressed against 
an extraordinary spectacle and supported 
by an unusual pretext. Wein Kentucky 
are largely responsible. Had our Legisla- 
ture taken the bull by the horns and 
showed the State government willing and 
able to take hold of the Kuklux we 
should have little reason to dread the 
present lawless scheme in Congress. That 
we did not do this enables the Radical 
leaders to say we are incapable of dealing 
with the question. They allege that it 
needs to be dealt with, and that since we 
have not dealt with it Congress must. The 

argument is specious. But the answer 
aa be simpler—would be overwhelm- 
ing—it we could produce State laws equal 
tothe emergency. In Kentucky we had 
the power. In Kentucky we had the 
call. But we were slaughtered at Frank- 
fort,—our Legislature had a golden oppor- 
tunity to make points for State rights and 
they made points only for the ‘Federal 
Government. So the Kuklux bill will pass 
in spite of all we can do, and another 
blow will be struck against State rights. 
But if we are wise it will be the last. 

And what is wisdom? Itis very simple. 
Justice to all men. The security 
ot all men. A State government 
strong enough to protect itself and its 
citizens, black and white. The extermi- 
nation of outlawry and the preservation 
ot order. This by strong, humane and 
equal legislation, done by patriots who 
echo the intelligence and not by dema- 
gegues who consult the Ignoranée and 
passions of the times. 

The Prussian Army. 

One of the most interesting of the 
mavy papers found in the secret cabiaet 
ot the Tuileries is the report of Baron 
STOFFEL on the Prussian army. General 
De Strorren was the military attache ot 
the French embassy in Berlin, and from 
his report it is evident that the French 
Government was tully intormed of the 
efficiency of the Prussian _ The 
general belief, then, that the impefial gov- 
ernment was not aware of the strength of 
ke power it had to contend with 1s 
erroneous, and increases the guilt of the 
Emperor and his ministers, who thus 
foolishly entered into a wag with a power 
whose forces they kuew to be far superior 
their own. The Prussians are wise 
enough to draw advantage even out of the 
criticisms of an enemy, and have taken 
measures to correct all the faults the 
French critic finds with their army. In 
spite of the peaceful declarations of the 
Emperor at the opening of the Reichstag, 
his government is fully aware of the fact 
that its only chance to retain the emineat 
position it now occupies among the na- 
tions of Europe is in keeping the German 
army in its present state of military 
efliciency. The Berlin government organ, 
the Staatsanzeiger~ has published this 
report of General STOFFEL in full, and the 
able and efficient manner in which he has 
analyzed the good ard bad points of the 
Prussian army are treated in the same in 
so able and clear-sighted a manner that it 
robs the administration of NAPOLEON IIL, 
of every excuse which an ignorance of 
the strength of his antagonist might 
turpish. This report was given as early as

Baron STOFFEL then goes into the most 
intnicate details of the material elements 
of superiority. He examimes the different 
advantages and disadvantages of the 
Prussian army, he examines the different 
arms used, and 1s particularly explicit in 
regard to the needle-gun, some of whose 
faults he enumerates, and at the same 
time accompanies with a statement of 
remedies tor these faults, which are just as 
practical as they are easily carried out. 
But although he shows that the needle- 
gun possesses a great many faults, which 
future events have since then shown to be 
really true, his general‘opinion of the ma- 
teria) elements of superiority possessed by 
the Prussian army over that of France is 
such that he believes 1t surpasses it in all 
particulars. He deems this fact calculated 
to call forth the “greatest misgivings.” 
But he attaches the most importance to 
the Prussian general staff. Among others 
he says: 


Bit of all elements of superiority of which 
Piu:sia would craw advantage in ca-e of a war 
with France, the greatest, and witbout aoubt 
the most undeniable, would be the organ:zation 
of ber corps of general staff officers, We must 
coufess. as a generally acmiited fact, that the 
PrusgiaD general staff is the fir of Europe. That 
of our country canno’ compare with tt. 

In conciusing my report. I declare that I deem 
1: of the utmost importance to devi-e ways and 
means to raise our general staff corp: from tne 
ins ficiency that cnurac'erizes k at pre-ent.

The concluding sentence of the whole 
report, if we take the vindication of the 
same by the events of the last nine months, 
Ile says;

Thus it will be seen the imperial govern- 
ment did not enter into this war with its 
eyes blindfolded. It had ample knowledge 
of the superiority of the Prussian army, 
and, therefore, the responsibility for the 
disasters that have overtaken France rests 
solely with the Bonapartes. Instead of 
actipg according to this report, and laying 
it before the Legislative Assembly of 
France, it was hid away in the archives ot 
the Tuileries, and the imperial orators and 
the press of France deluded the people by 
lulling them into the belief that the French 
army organization was unsurpassed by 
that of apy other in Europe. Ample time 
was given the government to prepare for 
the struggle that sooner or later had to 
take place, but it neglected its opportunity, 
and the consequences for the unfortunate 
nation have been terrible. 

But while France neglected to profit by | 
this information, Germany, although vic- 
torious, is straining every nerve to retain 
the superiority of her army. It has taken 
the hints dropped by General Strorret, 
and is improving the needle-gun in the 
manner indicated in his report. The les-

considered. The uniforms particularly are 
to undergo an entire change.

The helmet, which serves as a good aim 
for the hostile artillerymen, will be retain- 
ed, but all the brilhant ornaments of the 
same are to be removed.

We seek to detach the Democratic party 
from al] conceivable association with the 
idea ot Kukluxism.

But we can do 
much a8 matters stand, and we cannot af- 
fomi to hold back. Immunity from Fed- 
eral legislation is to be purchased by a 
bold and resolute local vindication of law 
and order. Denials are childish; and it is 
worse than childish to charge the Radi- 
cals with getting up disturbances. The 
two positions contradict each other. It 
there are no disturbances, how can the 
Radicals be guilty? But, it the Radicals 
are guilty, is that not an additional reason 
why we should be earnest in admiuister- 
ing justice? Intelligent Democrats can 
easily see the mess into which incapable 
partisans would lead us. There is but one 
hope for us, and that is the complete 
ascendancy of the law. To secure this we 
must conceal nothing, deny nothing, but 
work late and early with our judges, our 
grand juries and our prosecuting atior- 
neys.

Home and then Died.

On Monday night W.H.H. Odell received an 
injury on the head fiom ac'ub or baton in the 
hands of a bar-xecéper named Conrad Kaib, trom 
which he died that night. 

The following information has been gleaned as 
tO ibe perticulars of the occurrenc:: 

W. H. H. Odell, Who lives on shelby street, be- 
tween Creek and Fultog streeis, went in compa- 
ny with Chuaries W. Stinett (fom whom was obd-

S000 
afiirwards his sister heard him gr an. 
She went upto where he lay. She found tnat 
he bad chang: d from one bed to another ip the 
room and was lying upon bis face, having 
ihrown a piliow and a coverlet onthe floor. He 
gol upraying that he wished to go down stairs; 
but .~he would have fallen had not his 
Sister caugbt him in her arms. He was 
agaio laid upon the bed, and soon af erward he be-

To another 
qu: stion by the officer he replied thathe struck 
bim beeause he would oot pay for the giasses of 
beer he called for. On belng asked ‘if OvJtell had 
mede any demonstration of -triking him, h2 
replied that the only rea-on he had for striking 
him was that he would not pay for the 
drinks. Mr. Ryan theo remarked that 
he «truck him very bard for the man was dead, 
al which Kalb appeard to be much surprised. 
He was then brought to the First-street station. 
Mr. Ryan went to the bar-room and asked 
tor the club with whieh the blow 
Was struck. A brother of Kalb, before handing 
the club, olpped & tonto a bucket of water and 
wiped it with a towel. 

It ig rumored, but of this no reliable informa- 
tion could be obtained, that Kalb pleaded, in ex- 
tenuation of his conduct, the display of violeace 
bs Odell and Stinetr. 

Yesterday at 10 o’clock an inquestand po:'- 
mortem examication were held. 

The doctors, Enepp, Kellar ind Baggo't, who 
made the post-mortem, could find no externa! 
wound or depression, but found a-fracture of the 
skull in the mid@e portion.

HYDRATE OF CHLORAL. 


A Printer Takes Too Much of the 
Hlarmiess Siceping-Potion, and is 
Found Dead in His Bed. 


HIS SAD LEGACY. 


Mr. O. T. Irving was found dead ina his bed, 
about pine o'clock yesterday morning, at his 
lodgings, en the corner of Tenth and 
streets. 

For about two years he had been employed as a 
compositor in the office of the COURIER-JOCRNAL, 
and had been similarly engaged for ten years in 
the office of the Louisville Journal. He was born 
in Miesourt, and it ie said a sister of his is still 
living at Keneas City in thet State. Among the 
printers Pe was generally respected, For a nam- 
ber of years be had an idea that he was 
suffering from dyspepela, and this had such 
an effect upon his mind he was 
constantly Drooding over it.

Shortly afterward he bed a prescription filled 
out and obtained some. For the last three days 
he bad been using the hydrate. The druggist 
from whom he purchased it says that on the last 
occafion he desired a stronger solution, but, 
though the druggist appeared to acquiesce he only 
gave the hypnoifc of the same th ag on 
former octasiogs—thirty grains to the ounce. 

Monday evening about 5o'clock be went to 
his boarding-house and seemed to be in high 
spirits. The landlady’: daughter played seveial 
plec: 8 of music tor him—one piece, a favorite of 
his, three times. Nothing peculiar was ob-erved 
in bis mapvuer or app arape*, only that 
De seemed tO enjoy the music better than 
us ual. About half-past six o'clock 
he retired, saying, ss he was about to go to his 


“room, tbat he was going ‘“‘to take a long sleep.”’ 


Next moining about nine o’ciock the servant 
knocked at his door, but received no re:ponse. 
fhe door being locked, the room was entered 
through the back window and the door unlocked, 
NO #ia.m was at fir-t excited by the fact of Mr. 
Irving beicg im bed at that time in the morning, 
as be was often obliged to sleep during the day 
“ben be worked over pight, aod the servant 
proceeded to ariange the room. Noticiog, how- 
ever, that be was unuzuaily still, she removed 
he covering off bis face and saw that he was 
dead. She immreédiately gave lotimation to the 
landlady. Dr. Grifiths and apotber pby- 
siclan were calicd in and ap eXxt«rnal 
examination was made. Nothing upusual was 
observed avout the body save a small spot ol 
vlood on the pillow. The body lay on the left 
side with the tiebt-arm over the coveriet. On 
ibe chimuey plece were several bottles contain- 
ipg tonics, and ap ounce botile containing about 
a quarter of an oubce of hydrate of chioral. On 
the same place was a copy of Byron’s poems, 
opened at Childe Haroia’s **Good Night.””

Itis, in fact, the ra’ural cx’ension of 
tbe Lexington and Big Sandy raiiroad west- 
werd, and will add not only to the character 
vf the latter asathrough road, but to its 
value, tiuce, in addition to its superior

Ihe only part of this subscription that is 
unconditionsl is that of Shelby county, and it 
is proper to explain this.

extension o/ the Shelby road toward Camber 
land, +O that the availability of tuis sum de- 
pengs upon the construction of the Camber- 
land and Ohio railroid. As this, at one time,
